longer, and have a better chance. Of cure, 
than those who do not lose a drop. 

What is the cause of Spitting of blood? 
It is csused by whatever obstructs the free 
passage of the blood through the pulmona- 
ry capillaries, Every pulsation of the heart 
pumps into the lungs, to be distributed 
over the air-cells,,.a certain quantity of 
blood. As the heart never ceases its action, 
ul, und could not, without stopping the whole 
re wachinery of life, it will be understood 
that a steady stream of blood is flowing 
from the heart to the lungs. Now, if the 
lungs are healthy,.tbis blood becomes pu- 
rified and vitali ed by exhaling its carbon 
into the air-cells, and absorbing ozgyen 
from the air we breathe, and is then again 
returned to the heart, from whence it goes 
to nourish and sustain the system: But let 

us suppose the lungs are obsiructed by the 
presence of tubercles, or by what is quiet 
as prejudicial, viz., sticky, tenacious mucus 
in the air- tubes. In the first ease, the ves- 
sels through which the blood must pass are 
obstructed; and in the second, the tubes 
through which the air passes. The conse- 
quence is, that the impure blood flows with 
difficulty, and often stagnates in the deli- 
cate vessels of the obstructed part. We 
physicians say che lung is “ congested,” by 
which we mean that the vessels, are full al- 
most to bursting, like the vessels of the eye 
when it is bloodshot. This condition con- 
tinues for a longer or shorter period, and 
then the vessels relax and allow the blood 
to eoze through thelr coats as fluids do 
through a filter, and the patient coughs it 
up. If the congestion was considerable, 
the quantity of blood will be greater; but 
no matter how much or how little, it indi- 
cates that the lungs are in an unhealthy 
condition—in a word, that the lungs are 
obstructed. It isthe business and the duty 
of the pbysician to discover the nature of 
the obstruction by a careful examination 
of the chest, and then to preseribe proper 
-+tieans for its removal, 

It is a common belief that the blood comes 
from the breaking of a blood vessel, and 
this idea is entertained by many physicians. 
This is no more true than it would be to 
say that bleeding from the nose comes from 
the breaking of a blood-vessel.. The blood 
Merely oozes through the coats of the re- 
laxed vessels; ip medical phrase, we say it 
is exhaled. Should a vessel of any size ac- 
tually break, and such cases have occurred. 
{| though extremely rare, the patient necessa- 
wily bleeds to death, because neither medi- 
cine nor surgery affords us any means by 
which we can apply either a stypic, tortion’ 
or the ligature. But as this misfortune has 
never eceurred to us in the treatment of 
many thousands of cases of consumptive 
disease, its danger is not worth consider- 
ing, JAuxs A. Hur, M. D., 
Licentiate U. C, M. B.
